Barre to remain 
in office until 
next year’s poll 

PARIS, April 29 (AFP). — Pre- 
sident Valery Giscard d’Estaing 
today put an end to speculation 
that there may be an early ge- 
neral election and told the na- 
tion that Premier Raymond Ba- 
ne would be staying in office 
until next year’s polL 
President Giscard d’Estaing 
said in a brief televised inter- 
view that Mr. Barre would be 
staying on for two reasons 
"he was appointed by the pre- 
sident of the republic, who has 
confidence in his courage” and 
"yesterday be won a vote of 
confidence from the National 
Assembly." 

It was the hostile attitude of 
the Gauilist Rally for the Re- 
public (RPR) Party, the prin- 
cipal element in the government 
majority, during the two-day 
vote of confidence debate on 
Mr. Barre’s economic progra- 
mme that had sparked specu- 
lation on an early election. 

The Gaullists’ grudging sup- 
port for the prime minister 
giving him a 271 to 186 victory 
in the final vote -- was seen 
by many observers as a clear 
indication that the Gaullists 
were not prepared to back his 
overall policies. 

This, in turn, led to specula- 
tion that either President Gis- 
card d'Estaing would dissolve 
the National Assembly and call 
an election or that Mr. Barre 
would resign. 

Discussing the present major- 
ity's chances of winning toe 
general election, scheduled for 
next March, President Giscard 
d’Estaing said' : “Our feeling is 
that the majority can and must 
win the 1978 legislative elec- 
tions. It can and must do so."

Sarkis, Arafat discuss Cairo accord 


BEIRUT, April 29 (R). — Le- 
banese President Elias Sarkis 
discussed today the Lebanese 
and Middle East situation with 
Palestinian leader Yasser Ara- 
fat 

A spokesman for the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation de- 
scribed the meeting as positive. 

It lasted more than two ho- 
urs and concerned the latest 
developments at the Palestinian, 
Arab and international levels, 
the PLO spokesman said, but 
gave no further details. 

Observers assumed that a 
major part of the discussion 
covered toe 1969 Cairo agree- 
ment between Lebanon and the 
PLO, which regulates the acti- 
vities of guerrillas in this coun- 
try. 

The PLO says it is ready to 
carry out toe agreement, but 
will not accept a new “Leba- 


nese interpretation" which se- 
eks to limit the number of ar- 
med men permitted in' refugee 
camps. 

President Sarkis is under pre- 
ssure from rightist Lebanese 
parties to ensure that this inter- 
pretation is accepted, and toe 
rightists have complained per- 
sistently that the Cairo agree- 
ment is not being implemented. 

An official of the Phalangist 
Party, toe biggest rightwing or- 
ganisation, remarked that in fa- 
ct toe so called “Lebanese in- 
terpretation" was a “Syrian in- 
terpretation". 

There has been no confirma- 
tion of this from Syrian sour- 
ces. 

Mr. Arafat was accompanied 
at today's meeting with the pre- 
sident by Mr. Salah Khalaf, de- 
puty leader of Fateh, the big- 
gest commando organisation. 


Zairese troops advance on 
rebel-held town of Kasaji 


KINSHASA, April 29 (R). — 
Government troops in Sbaba 
province, due to be joined to- 
day by a platoon under Ugan- 
dan President Idi Amin, are now 
advancing on a rebel-held town 
where 12 foreign missionaries 
have not been heard of tor 
several weeks. 

Western diplomatic sources he- 
re said the town, called Kasaji, 
was the next major objective 
in a lance by government tro- 
ops and some of the 1,500 Mo- 
roccan soldiers sent to help' 
Zaire president Mobutu Sese 
Seko. 

.Zaire’s Azap news agency 
also said field Marshal Amin 
would lead a platoon of Ugan- 
dan "suicide strike force” troops 
to the ill-defined battle front 
today. The visiting Uganda le- 
ader has said Zaire’s enemies 
are also the enemies of his 
country. 

Azap later reported Presid- 
ent Amin was visiting Mutshat- 
sha and "advanced positions" 
today, but it did not go into 
detail about the trip. 

The sources said the Zaire- 
Moroccan advance unit was 
now at Masaji village, 67 kilo- 
metres west of the important 
railway town of Mutshatsha 
which was captured on Mon- 
day. 

But there had been no re- 
cent report of contact with' the 


rebels and the campaign, push- 
ing back towards the Angolan 
frontier, seemed to have slow- 
ed. 

President Mobutu has said 
the rebels came from Angola 
with the connivance of toe 
Marxist rulers there and their 
Cuban and Soviet backers. The 
three countries deny this. 

The Zaire leader was quoted 
in the official press today as 
saying that helicopters were 
dropping messages across Sha- 
ba province urging villagers to 
return to homes abandoned In 
the eight-week conflict. 

The president said the pre- 
dominantly Lunda tribes people 
of western Shaba did not need 
tc fear reprisals by governm- 
ent troops, who were making 
a cautious, bloodless advance 
west towards the Angolan bo- 
rder from their forward head- 
quarters in Mutshatsha. 

Correspondents who visited 
Mutshatsha, and drove through 
other villages on the line of' 
advance this week saw that no 
Civilians had remained in the 
area as toe Moroccan-support- 
ed Zairese pushed west. 

Official morning newspapers 
quoted President Mobutu as - 
saying he would never order 
reprisals against toe Lunda tri- 
be. Many of the insurgents are 
believed to belong to the Lun- 
da.

Egypt denounces Soviet 
note on Libyan relations 


Probe into Eban’s bank account 
endangers his political career 


CAIRO. April 29 (R). - Egypt’s 
ruling political party today str- 
ongly denounced a note distri- 
buted by the Soviet Union to 
some Arab countries accusing 
Egypt of trying to provoke su- 
bversive acts against Libya, the 
official Middle East News Age- 
ncy reported. 

The party which is headed 
by Premier Maxndouh Salem 
issued a statement saying, “the 
Soviet Union by distributing 
this note was trying to divide 
Arab countries into faflugmy 
zones and impose toe Soviet’s 
guardianship over the area," 
the agency said. 

The statement continued, "it 
was obvious the Soviet Union 
was trying to provoke other 
Arab countries against Egypt 
and turning a piece of an Arab 
land (Libya) into a Soviet base 
from which it can divert Arab 
efforts from confronting Is- 
rael." 

The Egyptian statement de- 
nied Egypt intends to seize Li- 
bya’s oil wealth as the Soviet 
note claimed. 

The statement made it clear 
“Egypt will not fight any sister 
Arab country and win direct 


all its efforts against toe Is- 
raeli enemy." 

It held the Soviet Union res- 
ponsible for what might, result 
from “this serious step.’’ 
Egyptian newspapers yester- 
day published de tails of what 
they said was a Soviet note 
sent to some wmampd Arab 
countries speaking of Egyptian 
“hostile acts against Libya.” 
The note was quoted as sa- 
ying: 

_ "Such acts wfll increase ten- 
sion and make the area a hot 
point If Egypt carries out a 
military adventure against Li- 
bya this will result in a new 
and dangerous tension in the 
Middle East, the Mediterranean 
and Africa which will be de- 
trimental to Arab interests, to 
the beneift of Israel and its 
supporters.” 

The Egyptian ruling party, 
Egypt’s Arab Socialist Party, in 
its statement accused the So- 
viet Union of "trying to create 
tension on Egypt’s borders wi- 
th Libya and on Sudan’s bord- 
ers with Ethiopia.” 

The statement said : "We 
draw the attention of all Arab 
and African people to this fact 
and hold the Soviet Union res- 
ponsible for the outcome.” 


SALZBURG, Austria. April 29 
(R). — A former U.S. congres- 
sional adviser said today that 
200 tons of uranium, hijacked 
from a West German-roister- 
ed ship nine years ago, were 
assumed to have been unload- 
ed in Israel. 

Mr. Paul Leventhal, former 
adviser to the U.S. Senate Go- 
vernment Operations Commit- 
tee, told an anti-nuclear con- 
ference here that the ship was 
sailing from Belgium to Italy 
when it disappeared. 

The vessel turned up later 
with a new registry and a new 
crew - but no uranium. The 
disappearance was never publi- 
cised before today, he said. 

“The intelligence services of 
several nations investigated, 
but eventually closed their fi- 
les on the case, apparently wi- 
thout positively locating the 
hijacked uranium,” Mr, Leveh- 
thal said. 

‘Tt is assumed, however, 
that the material was unloaded 
in Israel.” 

The New York Times today 
reported the disappearance of 
the uranium and said some in- 
telligence officials were convin- 
ced it had found its way to 
Israel which, the newspaper 
said, has a reactor capable of 
creating toe raw material tor 
atomic bombs. 

According to a European go- 
vernment official, the Times 
said, the German-flag freighter 
left Rotterdam but never reach- 
ed Genoa. 

It said the ship reappeared 
several weeks later flying the 
flag of a different nation and 
manned by a different crew 
and under a different name 

The uranium was gone, the 
paper said. 

Intelligence agencies of four 
countries, including the United 
States, investigated toe incid- 
ent, but no proof ever develop- 
ed of what happened to the 
uranium, the Times said. 

The disappearance became 
known when the Italians repo- 
rted to the European Atomic 
Energy Commission that the 
uranium had not arrived, the 
Times said. 

Three U.S. State Department 
officials responded to inquiries 
by the Times by saying they 
had heard several stories about 
the missing uranium but seen 
□o actual reports on it. 

The New York Times said 
the missing 200 tons was capa- 
ble of creating raw material 
tor 30 atom bombs. 

Mr. Leventhal said the inci- 
dent illustrated the need for 
more rigorous safeguards and 


for a more dependable system 
of reporting such disappearan- 
ces. 

’T stress the importance of 
an international escort service 
for nudear material shipment.” 
he said. 

Mr. Leventhal said the vast 
majority of international ship- 
ments of plutonium and highly 
enriched uranium, totalling 
tens of thousands of tons, we- 
re not escorted. 

This was a dangerous looph- 
ole which should be closed im- 
mediately, he said. 

In Tel Aviv, the Israel Atomic 
Energy Commission (AEC) to- 
night denied that Israel had 
any connection with toe disa- 
ppearance of the 200 tons of 
uranium nine years ago. 

The spokesman for the AEC, 
Mr. Ephraim Tail, told Reute- 
rs : ‘The reaction of the com- 
mission is clear and unambigu- 
ous : We deny all aspects of 
the story which relate to Isr- 
ael." 

The AEC spokesman refused 
to say where Israel obtained 
toe uranium for its top-secret 
nuclear reactor in Dimona, in 
the Negev desert, which accor- 
ding to foreign reports has 26- 
thermal megawatts. 

‘Tn general we do not discuss 
anything about the reactor,” 
Mr. Tari said. 

Israel has -remained tight-li- 
pped about its Dimona reactor, 
which was built in the late 
1950’s France supplied it with 
nuclear fuel until relations bet- 
ween the two countries deteri- 
orated following the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli war. 

Israel is not a signatory of 
the nuclear non-proliferation 
treaty and is therefore exempt 
from its provisions and super- 
vision. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
denied last year that Israel was 
a nuclear power and said it 
would rely on conventional we- 
apons in the foreseeable future. 
He also said Israel would not 
be the First to introduce nu- 
clear aims in the Middle East. 

The U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency was earlier reported by 
American newspapers to have 
said Israel had between 10 
and 15 nuclear bombs ready 
for use. 

The three-day conference, 
which Mr. Leventhal was ad- 
dressing, and which opened to- 
day, is being attended by about 
100 scientists and environmen- 
talists from over 20 countries 
to put the case for doing away 
with nudear power in favour 
of alternative energy sources.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, April 
29 (AFP). — The Israeli Trea- 
sury's investigation of toe fin- 
ances of former Foreign Minis- 
ter Abba Eban could jeopardise 
his chances of holding office 
in the next government, obser- 
vers here said today. 

The Treasury announced yes- 
terday that it was investigating 
whether Mr. Eban, by holding 
bank accounts abroad, had bro- 
ken foreign currency regula- 
tions. 

He is third on the list presen- 
ted by the dominant Labour 
Party -- a list headed by De- 
fence Minister Shimon Peres 
- - in next month’s general ele- 
ctions. 

The Treasury statement sajd 
it tended to accept Mr. E ban’s 
statement and independent tes- 
timony that he was granted a 
permit to maintain foreign ba- 
nk accounts 10 years ago, al- 
though searches had failed to 
produce a copy of the docu- 
ment. 

But it added : "The treasury 
wfll meanwhile pursue its ins- 
pection of Mr. Eban's accounts 
in all aspects". 

Mr. Eban's political friends 
said the financial authorities 
were will aware that the miss- 


ing permit would probably ne- 
ver be found, yet were hedging 
a decision whether to prosecute 
or let the matter' drop. 

The Treasury has asked him 
to produce more than 500 bank 
receipts and financial docume- 
nts going back over 10 years. 

The newspaper Haaretz rep- 
orted that one account of Mr. 
Eban’s in New York contained 
$54,000. He was believed to ha- 
ve other holdings in London. 

Observers said the whole af- 
fair had taken on a markedly 
political hue and had dealt an- 
other severe blow to the alre- 
ady weakened Labour Party. 

Finance Minister Rabinowitz. 
a supporter of Mr. Rabin, found 
himself trapped in a dilemma 
that meant he would be criti- 
cised whichever way out he 
chose, they noted. 

If he proceeded against Mr. 
Eban he would be accused of 
vengeance, but if he closed 
the case critics would say he 
had hushed the matter up. 

For this reason, observers be- 
lieved, he had decided to let 
Attorney General Aharon Bar- 
ak, the man who decided to 
prosecute Mrs. Rabin, handle 
the affair on his return from 
abroad. 


Perez optimistic about eventual 
solution to OPEC’s disputes 


TEHRAN, April 29 (R). — Pre- 
sident Carlos Andres Perez of 
Venezuela returned to Tehran 
today from a sightseeing trip 
to prepare for a final session 
of talks with the Shah of Iran 
and a visit tomorrow to Bag- 
hdad for talks with Iraqi lea- 
ders. 

Senor Perez, here on the fo- 
urth leg of a six- nation tour of 
major Middle East oil-produ- 
cing countries, is trying to heal 
a rift between members of the 
Organisation of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC) over 
oil prices. 

The conflict -- involving a 
two-tier price system -- stem- 
med from the decision by Sa- 
udi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) last December 
not to raise their prices by more 
than five per cent in 1977. 

President Perez has expressed 
optimism about an eventual so- 
lution to the dispute, which he 


said could not endanger the 
essential unity of OPEC 

But highly-placed sources cl- 
ose to his talks, said Senor Pe- 
rez did not have any specific 
formula in mind and Venezuela 
believed a compromise would 
have to be worked out later 

in high-level consulatkms bet- 
ween the main OPEC members. 

The president, during Ms two- 
week tour, hats already visited 
Qatar, Kuwait and Saudi Ara- 
bia. He will break his three-day 
visit to Iraq for a 12-hour trip 
to Abu Dhabi, capital of the 
UAE, for talks with its presi- 
dent, Sheikh Zayed Ibn Sultan 
A1 Nahayan. 

The sources described as wi- 
shful thinking reports that a 
solution was already near com- 
pletion. 

“During the president’s talks 
□o compromise has crystallised 
or even taken shape or outli- 
ned. There are many possibili- 


ties, and they are only possibi- 
lities,” one source said. 

Venezuelan officials denied 
reports in Caracas that Presi- 
' dent Perez had planned to visit 
Libya after Baghdad, but had 
called off the visit. 

“It was not planned, in the 
last few months or weeks, that 
the president should go to Tri- 
poli," one senior official said. 

From Baghdad, the president 
will fly to Vienna to visit OPEC 
headquarters. He has said this 
visit would symbolise Venezu- 
ela’s solidarity with all toe 13 
OPEC members, not just the 
six states he wfll visit on his 
Middle East four. 

During his stay in Baghdad, 
President Perez will have talks 
with field-marshal Ahmed Na- 
ssau A1 Bakr, who is president, 
prime minister, chairman of the 
Revolutionary Command Coun- 
cil, minister of defence and 
commander-in-chief of the ar- 
med forces.

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Nuclear piracy 


The international community has been far too 
indulgent where Israel is concerned. The “Jewish 
state” has been allowed to break or bend the law so 
often that terms such as ‘piracy’ have no meaning for 
the leaders of Israel, except as weapons to turn 
against others, the hapless people it has dispossessed. 

To be candid, 200 tons of uranium do not just 
disappear - - it is unheard of. Nor can the intelligence 
services of several nations simply fail to discover 
what happened to the cargo and crew of ah entire 
ship, given nine long years to pursue their investiga- 
tions. The laws of probability and common sense cry 
out against it. 

Nor do intelligence services close their files on 
a case involving 20 0 tons of fissionable material, 
which -- beyond doubt -- could pose a staggering 
threat to world security. Imagine what could happen 
if it got into the wrong hands. The menace it poses 
is mind boggling, and would have been so nine years 
ago even without the added sophistication which 
would now allow small and underdeveloped nations, 
even groups of individuals, to either set off a nuclear 
war or hold the world to nuclear ransom. 

No, such a case would not tie closed for the lack 
of progress. Officers of the intelligence services con- 
cerned would be sacked instead, heads would roll. 
The only way such a case would be closed is under 
1 direct orders from superiors. Presumably, the investi- 
gations must have led to something that was too hot 
to handle, or some sort of political deal must have 
been worked out. 

The fact that some intelligence officials are con- 
1 vinced the uranium found its way to Israel and that 
a former U.S. congressional advisor believes the ura- 
nium was assumed to have been unloaded in Israel 
points the finger of accusation in one clear direction. 

The leaders of at least four Western nations must 
have felt that the fissionable material was in safe 
hands in Israel, or they must have felt their own 
hands were tied. 

But that was just one year after the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli war which ended with Israel occupying vast 
tracts of Arab land. It must have been clear who the 
material would be used against, if Israel decided to 
hang on to the occupied territories. Over a year ago, 
there was a big debate in the Israeli press about the 
pros and cons of using nuclear bombs against the 
Arabs. Such macabre ideas were put forward as using 
atomic bombs to create tidal waves to wipe out Pales- 
tinian refugee camps in south Lebanon, so as to avoid 
the problem of nuclear fallout in Israel itself. 

For any nation other than Israel, there would 
have been the devil to pay nine years ago. Something 
must be wrong with an international system accord- 
ing to which everything is permissible for Israel - - 
without exception.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


One of the Jordanian 
dailies commented in its 
Friday editorial on His 
Majesty’s talks with U.S. 
leaders, stressing that a 
just and permanent peace 
settlement should be ach- 
ieved, and that concessio- 
ns and efforts by one side 
are not sufficient. A se- 
cond daily discussed the 
continuing Israeli settlem- 
ent policy in the occupied 
territories which is a pro- 
of of Israel's unwillingne- 
ss to achieve peace. 

AL SHA’B, said that 
for a true and permanent 
peace to be achieved it 
should be preceded by Is- 
rael’s allowance for Pale- 
stinians to return to their 
homes and ensure their ri- 
ghts to self-determinatio- 
n. Unless these two fund- 
amental conditions are 
met, the paper said, any 
peace will be false, as it 
will be built on the inte- 
rests of one party only. 

The U.S- should stop be- 
lieving that only Israel's 
security and borders sho- 
uld be protected. It sho- 
uld shake the Zionist inf- 
luence which pretends 
that the sole aim of the 
Arabs is to destroy Israel 
and that the Palestinians 
deal only in intransigence 
and violence. 


The Arabs have given 
more than one proof of 
their sincere wish for a 
just peace settlement As 


for the intransigence and 
violence shown by the Pa- 
lestinians, the paper 
concluded, it is but the 
natural result of their ex- 
pulsion from their home- 
land, and the continued 
presence of the Israeli oc- 
cupation forces in it 

AL AKHBAR said that 
the present escalation by 
Israel of its settlement po- 
licies in the occupied Arab 
territories is meaningful. 
It indicates that the Israeli 
political parties are com- 
peting for the public vote 
during the preliminary st- 
age of Israeli parliamen- 
tary elections. These par- 
ties are well aware 
that the majority of the 
Israeli public have been 
conditioned to the ideas 
of expansion and occupa- 
tion during the past years, 
and that their success in 
elections resides in their 
being able to convince the 
public of their expansion- 
ist policies. 

The present labour gov- 
ernment by approving or 
just condoning the activi- 
ties of extremist movem- 
ents such as the Gush Em- 
munin group is practically 
trying to convince the pu- 
blic of its expansionist po- 
licies, that it is no less 
extremist than the Likkud. 
The paper concludes by 
predicting that in the co- 
ming future we shall wit- 
ness a stepping up of the- 
se settlement policies.

LONDON (Gemini). — For 
Sherlock Holmes, probing one 
of his stickier cases, the signi- 
ficant thing was the dog that 
did not bark in the night. For 
observers of the current Spa- 
nish scene the significant thing 
is the Bunker that barked but 
did not bite. 

The Bunker, you may recall, 
was the name given after Gen. 
Franco's death to his die-hard 
followers who, like the Nazis in 
Hitler’s Berlin bunker, had 
sworn to fight communism' to 
the last breath in their bodies. 

Well, just over a year from 
the Caudillo’s death, here was 
the government of King Juan 
Carlos announcing that the Spa- 
nish Communist Party, outlaw- 
ed since the civil war ended 
in 1939, was free to come out 
into the open again and cam- 
paign for the parliamentary 
elections in June. 

And here were Communists 
dancing in the streets of Mad- 
rid, where not so long ago a 
man was arrested and jailed for 
merely singing a few bars of 
the Internationale while drunk. 

And there was talk of La 
Pasionaria, the legendary Red 
Amazon of the civil war, com- 
ing back from her forty-year ■ 
exile in Moscow. 

And the Spanish Socialists 
were holding a mass meeting in 
the Madrid bull-ring. And the 
workers had been given the 
right to strike and form 
unions... 

All this was happening too 
only a few days after the en- 
forced disbandment by the 


government of Gen. Franco's 
own National Movement, the 
only party that bad been allow- 
ed to exift during tbe dictator- 
ship. 

And what, pray, was the 
Bunker doing td affsdt this 
“great leap forward" by the 
left? In the centre of Madrid 
there 'was a parade of cars 
draped with the Spanish flag 
whose drivers and passengers 
shouted: "Long live the armyl 
Death to the Communists!" 

Mr. Manuel Fraga Interne, 
one of Gen. Franco’s old hen- 
chmen and now leader of the 
rightwing Popular Alliance, 
tried to make burgeois flesh 
creep with warnings that the 
Communists wanted to “turn 
the churches into garages". 
Shades of 1936 1 

The navy minister, the only 
survivor from Gen. Franco’s 
reign still in the government, 
resigned in protest against the 
Communist come-back. 

But the army leaders, while 
condemning the government’s 
decision, accepted the fait ac- 
compli, “out of a sense of duty 
towards the country." 

That was tbe official version 
of tbe army leaders’ decision. 
The rightwing newspaper El 
Alcazar claimed, however, that 
tbe generals, while bowing this 
time to the government's will, 
warned it that they were "ready 
to resolve the country's prob- 
lems by other means, if neces- 
sary." 

An ominous threat, and one 
that cannot be lightly brushed 
aside since it comes from men 
filling the same posts as those 
who plunged Spain into the 


bloodbath of the civil war. 

Still, so far it’s all bark and 
no bite. Nor is it easy to see 
how it could be otherwise. 
For the government had virtual- 
ly no choice but to legalise the 
Communist Party, and the gen- 
erals knew it. 

Spain is knocking at the door 
of the European community and 
it will - aaf be admitted unless 
it proves its democratic good 
faith. It cannot do so unless 
every party which itself ac- 
cepts the democratic rules is 
free to join the fray. 

Mr. Santiago Carrillo, the 
Spanish Communist leader, 
pledged his party’s respect for 
the “democratic and pluralistic 
systems, based on majority 
consensus, with a readiness to 
give up power if this majority 
ceases to exist" He favours 
Spain joining the European 
community, and be is not cam- 
paigning against the American 
bases in Spain. 

Along with their own ham- 
mer-and-sickle banner, the Spa- 
nish Communists are now flying 
the monarchist red-and-yellow 
flag outside their Madrid head- 
quarters. "This", says Mr. Car- 
rillo, "is the flag of all Spani- 
ards whatever their political be- 
liefs. The issue is not between 
monarchy and republic but 
between democracy and dicta- 
torship." 

The Communists were not 
alone in their fight for legal 
recognition. The Socialists and 
Liberals backed them up. In 
doing so they may not have 
been altogether disinterested. 
They know that if the Commu- 
nists fought the June elections 
as a clandestine party - - which 
they were determined to do, 
with their candidates running 
as independents - - they would 
win a sympathetic vote far ex- 
ceeding their real electoral st- 
rength.

Observers see indications of 
forthcoming, fresh wave of 
political purges in China

PEKING, April 29 (AFP). — 
A fresh wave of top-level pur- 
ges will take place throughout 
China under foe second phase 
of foe campaign to denounce 
foe "gang of four” headed by 
the late Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung's widow after a six-month- 
long inquiry into the "crimes" 
of the gang, observers said 
here yesterday. 

That was one of the main 
conclusions that could be dra- 
wn from a long commentary 
published Wednesday, by the 
two main party organs, the 
People’s Daily and foe month- 
ly Red Flag, and the People’s 
Liberation Army daily. 

The article drew up a long 
list of charges against foe 
four so-called radical leaders 
in such a way that their guilt 
was already- a foregone con- 
clusion -- they were described 
as foe biggest “counter revo- 
lutionaries" in the history of 
the Chinese Co mmunis t Party. 

The observers noted that a 
Mao quote which clearly gave 
the pluses and minuses of the 
Cultural Revolution of the 
late 1960s was published for the 
first time by the national party 
and army newspapers. 

ft said: “The great Cultural 
Revolution can be evaluated 70 
to 30, 70 per cent for achieve- 
ments and 30 per cent for mis- 
takes." 

The commentators said the 
70 per cent success rate was 
due to Chairman Mao’s leader- 
ship while foe 30 per cent of 
errors resulted from “interfer- 
ence and sabotage by (former 
Defence Minister) Lin Piao. 
(Mr). Chen Po-ta (a leader who 
was purged after foe cultural 
Revolution), (Mr,) Chang Chun- 
Chiao, (Mine.) Chiang Ching. 
(Mr.) Yao Wen-yuan and (Mr.) 
Wang Hung-wen (foe gang of 
four)". 

The article concluded its 
long list of foe "crimes” said 
to have been committed by the 
four by stating : "The scope and 
depth of their poisonous influ- 
ence and the gravity of foe 
harm they did can scarely find 
a parallel in the history of our 
party." 

On Dec. 25 of last year, Cha- 
irman Hua Kuo-feng announced 
that this record of foe crimi- 
nal, counter-revolutionary plots 
by the four would be the next 
step in foe denunciation campa- 
ign. 

It appears to be a part of the 
movement to consolidate and 
correct the party --a move- 
ment that will encompass a 
fresh purge of suspects who 
have not yet been “unmasked" 

The commentary dearly said 
that during a long revolutionary 
fight foe Communist Party had 
been “constantly purifying out 
tanks in struggle, and this is' 
the primary aspect" 

However it added: “But a 
very small number of counter- 


revolutionaries cleverly and 
deeply hid in our ranks and we 
did not recongnise them for a 
long time. This was so in the 
past and will be so in the 
future." 

Calling for a “people’s war” 
against the “gang of four", foe 
article conceded that it would 
be an "arduous task” to -elimi- 
nate their influence and the 
"bourgeois factionalist set-up” 
that they and their followers 
were said to have created. 

Observers noted that foe 
commentary mentioned Chair- 
man Hua only once. It started 
by going into great detail about 
foe “crimes" of foe four, esta- 
blished by all foe “evidence” 
accumulated during an inquiry 
lasting for more than six 
months carried out through 
“combining work by special 
bodies with work by foe mas- 
ses." 

For the first time, the four 
were named not in their pre- 
vious hierarchical order but 
according to gravity of their 
crimes. 

Two of them were put for- 


ward as “counter-revolutionar- 
ies twice over, in the past and 
at present" -- former Vice 
Premier Chan Chun-Chiao, who 
is accused of having been a 
secret agent for the Kuomin- 
tang, and C h air m a n Mao’s 
widow Chiang Ching, said to 
have committed “treason" and 
to have been a party “reneg- 
ade." 

Former journalist Yao Wen- 
yuan, who was said to have 
been far removed from the pro- 
letariat, was denounced parti- 
cularly for protecting his 
father --a “renegade and spe- 
cial agent” -- while former 
Party Vice Chairman Wang 
Hung-wen, a “new bourgeosis 
element” came under attack 
for his generally bad behaviour 
in the army and foe factory and 
for his corrupt morals. 

The list of crimes lists the 
most serious offences, includ- 
ing killings allegedly carried 
out by the four during the Cul- 
tural Revolution in order to 
hide evidence and slay the wit- 
nesses of their acts of extor- 
tion.

Crazy because it is illogical to have a holiday 
from work over tte idea of work; and Satanic 
because it is evil to glorify tte consequence of 
sin. 

Now there’s a world of difference between 
being crazy and being satanic but it doesn’t 
seem so to those who glorify work. In celeb- 
rating May Day they are being, against all 
logic, both crazy and satanic. But ratter than 
admit the illogic of this position they will offer 
you what they call a logical argument to prove 
that being crazy and being satanic can easily 
be one and the same. 

They will tell you that being crazy is be- 
ing unsound, Le^ illogical; and they wfll tell 
you that being satanic is being evil, Le, .bad. 

Since we all accept that what is illogical is 
bad, therefore what is crazy is satanic. But, 
you hasten to tell them, what is bad is not 
necessarily illogical, therefore what is satanic 
is not necessarily crazy. To which they will 
retort No matter; what appears as a contra- 
diction today will not be so tomorrow. . 

If you accept the above exercise in logic 
that’s a very bad - - i.e., very illogical - - sign. 

For, until Herr Karl Marx delved into tte 
obscurantism of Herr Georg Wilhelm 
Friedrich Hegel, anyone who ever dared to 
offer anything Uke tte above as a piece erf 
logic would have either been called crazy or 
satanic - - but not both, since you had to decide 
on one of the two appellations to determine 
what to do with foe man: Send him to a men- 
tal asylum or burn him at the stake. 

For centuries before the advent of the mis- 
guided pair - - Herren Hegel and Marx - - any 
learned person knew that a logical statement 
worthy of tte name was that which asserted 
that if A were foe case then the case is A, 
and not the opposite of A In otter words, 
if what is illogical is bad, then, what js bad , 
must "b e illogical; orjfcfwhat is crazy is^satanic.'^ the 
foen what is satanic must be crazy. It was Il- 
logical to say that the one may be the other 
but not vice-versa; and it was illogical to 
thinfc that if tbe one were equal to foe other 
today, it may not be so tomorrow. If there 
were no such equivalence foe statement can- 
not be logical. Everybody knew that, and 
Aristotle gave it a name: The Law of Non- 
Contradiction, and foe Law of foe Excluded 
Middle 

But came Herr Hegel, followed closely tiy 
Herr Marx, and they said: “No! You are all 
wrong! This is no logic.” Logic, they assured 
us, does not reside in tte absolute non-contra- 
diction of terms but in the fluid process of 
interaction between terms. What is A today 
may be non-A tomorrow; if what is Illogical 
is bad today it might be good tomorrow; and 
if what is illogical is bad, what is bad may not 
be fllogicaL “That is logic”, said Herren Hegel 
and Marx. It is only within the long process 
of time that things determine their real value, 
and things are always changing - - and it goes 
by the name of “Dialectics". 

If it had rested there it would have been 
amusing and harmless. But it didn’t rest there, 
and so we have to commemorate May Day 
tomorrow.

AMMAN (JNA). — Prime Mi- 
nister Mudar Badran and a nu-

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ECWA recommends 
membership for Egypt 


AMMAN (Agencies) — At the 
conclusion of its fourth session, 
the U.N. Economic Commission 
for Western Asia (ECWA) Fri- 
day unanimously endorsed a 
report recommending, among 
other things, that Egypt be ac- 
cepted as a full member of the 
commission. 

The report, which comes at 
the end of a five-day meeting 
here, is to be submitted to the 
UN. Economic and Social Co- 
uncil (Ecosoc) in New York. 

The decision to recommend 
membership for Egypt was ta- 
ken Thursday evening, when 
ECWA also approved 16 draft 
resolutions and a programme 
of action for 1978/79. 

Earlier this week, the com- 
mission unanimously decided to 
reco mm end to Ecosoc the acce- 
ptance of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) as a 
full member. The PLO has been 
attending the current session 
as an observer. 

Delegates from 12 Arab co- 
untries are participating in the 
deliberations as full members. 

ECWA will hold its next me- 
eting in Geneva this summer. 

The Jordanian News Agency 
listed among the draft resolu- 
tions approved one underlining 
Lebanon’s "urgent need” for 
the UN. consultative team in 
its reconstruction and develop- 
ment after 19 months of civil 
war. 

The commission decided “wh- 
erever possible” that documents 
originally addressed to it be pr- 
epared in Arabic. 

It urged member states to 
make voluntary contributions 
to finance its programmes.

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IMF delegates agree on the need to enlarge 
lending power but disagree on the means 


New economic plan 
wins vote of confidenc 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (R). 
— The International Monetary 
Fund’s interim committee has 
how reached broad agreement 
on the need to enlarge the 
fund’s lending powers to aid 
those countries with balance of 
payments difficulties. 

’ However, delegates attending 
the committee meeting here 
said there are wide differences 
of opinion on just how this 
major increase in lending power 
should be accomplished. 

There are also other prob- 
lems, largely technical in na- 
ture like conditions governing 
borrowing and interest rate 
charges, which will also have 
to be resolved before die IMF 
is able to start making loans 
under the new facility. 

The 20-member committee, 
which groups developing and 
industrialised countries, unani- 
mously agreed on the need for 
the new fund, originally pro- 
posed by IMF managing direc- 
tor Johannes Witteveen, as 
well as the need for an in- 
crease in fund quotas. 


It is hoped the "Witteveoi 
facility” will eventually raise 
between nine and 16 billion dol- 
lars, with contributions divided 
roughly between the world's 
richest industrial nations and 
the major oil exporting coun- 
tries. 

However, the delegates said 
no Arm commitments aoout 
contributions to the "Witteveen 
facility” were made today. 

Some delegates said Moham- 
mad Said Nabulsi, the gover- 
nor of the Bank of Jordan, 
whose grouping on the com- 
mittee includes Saudi Arabia, 
was extremely enthusiastic 
about the facility. 

This, according to some dele- 
gates, implied that his com- 
ments had the blessing of the 
Saudi’s, potentially the largest 
contributer of money to the new 
fund. 

British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Denis Healey told 
reporters during a short break 
in today’s proceedings he had 
the impression Saudi Arabia 
would take a large share of the 


The U.S. administration 
and Congress have open 
clash over 1978 budget 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (R). 
— A feud between leading De- 
mocrats in Congress and the 
Democratic administration of 
President Jimmy Carter came 
into the open for the first 
time yesterday in a quarrel 
over the 1978 budget. 

Mr. Carter and his Defence 
Secretary, Mr. Harold Brown, 
came under attack after the 
House of Representatives ear- 
ly this morning threw out a 
466.7 billion dollar budget pro- 
posal for the 1978 financial 
year starting on October 1. 

The Chairman of the House’s 
Budget Committee, Mr. Robert 
Oiaimo, told a news confe- 
rence that neither Mr. Carter, 
the first Democratic Party 
president for eight years, nor 
his administration would dic-

Most of the criticism was 
levelled at Mr. Brown for lob- 
bying members of the House 
by telephone to restore 23 bil- 
lion dollars which Mr.- Giaimo’s 
committee had cut from pro- 
posed defence spending.

Off-shore oil 
exploration may 
suffer from North 
Sea blow out 

UNITED NATIONS, April 
29 (R). — The oil-rig blow out 
on Norway's Ekofisk oil field 
in the North Sea, which is 
spraying out millions of gallons 
of oil, could discourage off- 
shore oil exploration, a top 
UN - , official said yesterday. 

But Mr. Vladimir Baum, the 
UJM.’s top expert in the energy 
field, added that certain risks 
had to be .taken if the world 
was to have the energy it ne- 
eded. 

He said tens of thousands of 
wells had been drilled in toe 
Gulf of Mexico without mishap, 
and there had been many more 
spills from tankers than from 
blowouts. 

“1 do not want to quarrel 
with toe Sierra Club and the 
other environmentalists, but the 
world needs energy, whether it 
is oil, plutonium or coal... we 
cannot have economic growth 
without energy,” Mr. Baum told 
a press conference here. 

Rare diamonds 
attract high 
prices at 
Geneva auction 

GENEVA, April 29 (R). — 
An anonymous collector paid 
1.5 million Swiss francs (about 

345.000 sterling) for a rare, 
colourless pear-shaped 25.07 
carat diamond at a jewel auc- 
tion here, the auctionerers, 
Christies of London, said today. 

It was the highest price paid 
at the sale which realised a to- 
tal of nearly 22 million Swiss 
francs (about five million ster- 
ling), with many Middle East 
clients amongst the buyers. 

A ring set with a light rose- 
coloured rectangular-cut diam- 
ond of 30.99 carats fetched 13 
million Swiss francs (about 

300.000 sterling), and a neck- 
lace of 130 diamonds in floral 
design weighing a total 12&56 
carats was sold for 1,050,000 
Swiss francs (about 241,000 
sterling). 

Another ring with a recta- 
ngular cut diamond 'of 1436 
carats went for 700,000 Swiss 
francs (about 161,000 sterling).

Mr. Healey was reported to 
bave told the committee any 
quota increase below 50 per 
cent "was likely to be disap- 
pointing.” The U.S., according 


to top treasury official Anthony 
Solomon, also favours an in- 
crease above the 25 per cent 
level, but below the staff pro- 
posals.

Australian physicists develop new method of 
retaining and transferring solar energy 


CANBERRA, April 29 (AFP). 
— Australia’s s unshin e could 
be exported to cloudier parts 
of the world within a decade, 
according to scientists at' toe 
National University’s school of 
physical sciences here. 

One scientists even forecasts 
that Australia could supply a 
■ third of the world's energy ne- 
eds for household and indus- 
trial purposes. 

They are developing a me- 
thod of soaking up the sun's 
energy in a chemical reaction 
that can be easily reversed to 
liberate beat whenever and 
wherever needed. • - - - 

First, the sun’s rays are 
focused on “paraboloid" mir- 
rors (the shape of mirror used 
inside auto headlights). 

Ordinary ammonia is subjec- 
ted to this intense heat, which 
breaks down the compound in- 
to its elements, nitrogen and 
hydrogen. These two gases are 
then separated. 

The nitrogen and hydrogen 
can then be shipped anywhere. 
When they are exposed to each 
other, they recombine to form 
ammonia, releasing toe stored 
up heat into power plants or 
heating installations. 

The moment of truth for 
this scheme will come in some 
remote Australian mining town 
where the scientists, headed 
by Dr. Peter Carden, want to 
establish a 10,000 watt ammo- 
nia solar energy system.

Senators John 
Culver of Iowa and Thomas Eagjeton of Missouri, both Democrats, 
said yesterday that introducing the planes, called AWACS, "could 
upset the balance of power, sparking a new arms race around 
toe Gulf."

B.P. to build 
special vessel 
to tackle North 
Sea disasters 


LONDON, April 29 (R). — 
The British Petroleum Oil Co- 
mpany is to spend more than 
20 million sterling building a 
special vessel to tackle disas- 
ters in the North Sea such as 
the Ekofisk Bravo oil well blow- 
out last week. 

B.P.’s Deputy Chairman Mr. 
Monty Pennell told the com- 
pany's annual meeting here yes- 
terday that they had first tried 
to reach agreement with other 
operators op a joint venture to 
assist with safety precautions 
in the North Sea. 

But BP. had now decided to 
produce its own vessel. More 
than 500,000 sterling had been 
spent on design work and an 
order was expected in the next 
three months. The British gov- 
ernment is a major sharehol- 
der in B.P., which has exten- 
sive North Sea interests. 

■ The ship would be self-pro- 
pelled and semi-submersible and 
would probably take about 18 
months to complete. It would 
go to international tender, Mr. - 
Pennell said. 

It would also be capable of 
other work such as pipe-laying 
as well as dealing with blow- 
outs and fires.

STAVANGER, Norway, April 
29 (R). — famed oil rig trouble- 
shooter Paul "Red” Adair flew 
in from Texas today to help 
tame the rogue Bravo well in 
the North Sea, and said he 
thought "we will wind it up in 
a couple of days or sooner. 

"I don't think it's that diffi- 
cult to cap." said Mr. Adair, 
in red T-shirt and blue jeans, 
to 300 reporters and television 
cameramen who accorded him 
the kind of airport welcome fit 
for a pop idol. 

Then, about 10 minutes later, 
he headed off by helicopter for 
the Ekofisk field where --a 
week ago -- a pipe from the 
seabed flew out and began 
spewing oil at the rate of about 
3.000 tons a day. threatening a 
pollution disaster- 

A third attempt, after care- 
ful preparation, failed yester- 
day to cap the pipe and stifle 
the geyser of oil, mud and high- 
ly-inflammabJe gas. 

Two Texan experts, members 
of Mr. Adair's team, were back 
on the rig early today prepar- 
ing for a new attempt in con- 
ditions where one spark could 
cause an inferno. 

At Sola Airport here, micro- 
phones crashed to the floor 
and officials were bundled aside 
as reporters milled round Mr. 
Adajr. seen in Norway as the 
only man in the world who can 
prevent disaster in the North 
Sea. 


The stocky, laconic Texan 
played down the crisis. 

"1 have come here to give 
moral support to Boot," he said, 
meaning Mr. Asgar “Boot" Han- 
sen, now in charge of the ope- 
ration on Bravo rig. 


The Bravo blow-out, he said, 
was being over dramatised be- 
cause it was the first of its 
kind in the North Sea. But he 
had regularly dealt with “spil- 
ls” of the same order.

Court to hear case on Concordes 
New York landing rights May 6 


NEW YORK, April 29 (R). 
— A federal judge has ordered 
British Airways, Air France and 
the authority responsible for 
operating New York’s Kennedy 
Airport to be in court on May 
6 and promised a quick ruling 
on whether the supersonic Con- 
corde airliner can use the air- 
field. 

"1 don’t intend to wait for a 
\ear,” Judge Milton Pollack 
told lawyers for the Port Autho- 
rity of New York and New 
Jersey at a hearing he called 
yesterday to listen to argu- 
ments from both sides in the 
case. 

Court sources, who felt 
Judge Pollack has already 
grown impatient with an issue 
he was first asked to settle 
last November, said yesterday 
he was expected to rule on the 
legality of the port authority’s 
present ban on Concorde by 
the end of May. 

The two airlines, desperately 


anxious to acquire the highly 
profitable Europe-New York 
run for the Anglo-French jet- 
liner, are challenging the port 
authority’s power to overrule a 
federal Department of Trans- 
portation decision last year 
which gave Concorde provision- 
al permission to land here and 
in Washington, D.C. 

Although the judge refrain- 
ed from indicating . favour to 
either side, the pro-Concorde 
lobby found encouragement in 
several of his reraarks. 

Judge Pollack, while saying it 
would not bear decisively in 
his decision, noted at one stage 
that this is "the supersonic 
age”. 

And in an< argument over 
whether the port authority has 
power to supersede federal de- 
cisions on the question of Ken- 
nedy Airport --the cnix of 
the case - - he said:. “We con- 
cluded a war in 1865 to esta- 
blish that we are a federal 
government.”

# TEL AVTV, April 29 (R). — Young Israelis appear to favour 
the rightwing Likud opposition party in next month’s general 
election, according to an opinion poll published today by the 
afternoon newspaper Maariv. The survey, conducted earlier 
this week, showed 28 per cent of those questioned in the 18- 
29 age group favoured Likud, as against 25 per cent for the 
dominant Labour coalition. Another 14 per cent preferred the 
new reformist Democratic Movement for Change, while 17 per 
cent supported a variety of smaller parties. Sixteen per cent 
were undecided. 

# WASHINGTON, April 29 (RV — The United States will 
complete work on a detailed plan for the withdrawal of 
American troops from South Korea about the middle of this 
year, assistant Secretary of State Richard Holbrooke said yes- 
terday. The withdrawal of the 42,000 U.S. ground forces in 
South Korea was one of President Carter’s campaign pledges. 
The plan would not affect U.S. airforce units stationed in the 
country, but the question of a "U.S. nuclear umbrella’’ for 
South Korea was under review, Mr. Holbrooke added. 

# CAIRO, April 29 (R). The semi-official newspaper AJ Ahram 
said today Libya had alerted Cairo Airport to expect a big 
influx of expelled Egyptian workers as relations between the 
two countries plunged to a new low. 

# LONDON, April 29 (R). — Britain today asked the Soviet 
Union to release immediately Hitler’s deputy Rudolf Hess, 83, 
who is serving a life sentence in Spandau Prison in West 
Berlin, the Foreign Office announced. The British request, on 
humanitarian grounds, was made at a meeting here between 
Foreign Office Minister of State Frank Judd and Soviet Ambas- 
sador Nikolai Lunkov. 

# KUWAIT, April 29 (R). — A Kuwaiti daily newspaper said 
today that Kuwait was planning to conclude an arms deal with 
Britain. The newspaper. AJ Rai A1 Am, said In a front-page re- 
port that the weapons would include gunboats, radar equip- 
ment, and sea-to-air and surface-to-surface missiles. According 
to the newspaper, which gave no source for its report, the 
Kuwaiti Minister of Defence, Sheikh Saad A1 Abdullah Al 
Sabah, discussed the possible deal with the British Ambassador 
to Kuwait, Mr. Albert Lamb. 

# GENEVA, April 29 (R). — Negotiations . at a 150-nation 
conference here to update the Geneva War Conventions yes- 
terday voted by a narrow majority to give soldiers the right 
to refuse orders which would violate the internationally agreed 
rules of war. By 38 to 22, with 15 abstentions, a main com- 
mittee of the Humanitarian Law Conference approved an ar- 
ticle requiring states to ensure their laws p unishing military 
disobedience did not apply to orders which constituted grave 
breaches of these war rules. 

# MANILA, April 29 (R). — President Ferdinand Marcos ar- 
rived home today after a four-day state visit to Japan during 
which he held two rounds of talks with Prime Minister Takeo 
Fukuda. The president completed bis state visit yesterday. He 
cut short a private stay, originally scheduled to last until 
tomorrow, to attend negotiations in Manila aimed at settling 
the Moslem rebellion in the southern Philippines. 

# ANKARA, April 29 (AFP). — Foreign Minister I.S. Caglayosgil 
said here today that the Philippines referendum earlier this month 
on southern autonomy was contrary to the Tripoli agreement 
signed between the Manila government and the Moslem Moro 
National Liberation Front (MNLF).

Financial scandal may 
topple West Berlin’s 
Mayor Sehuetz 


BERLIN, April 29 (AFP). — 
Speculation grew here today 
that West Berlin Mayor Klaus 
Sehuetz, will resign following a 
financial scandal involving West 
Berlin Senator (Provincial Mi- 
nister) for the Interior Kurt 
Neubauer. 

The scandal concerns failure 
to restore funds to the state- 
run Berliner Bank. 

Sen. Neubauer has now resi- 
ged Mr. Sehuetz, a Social De- 
mocrat, today . initially denied 
rumours of his own resignation. 
But later following a meeting 
of the executive committee of 
the West Berlin Social Demo- 
cratic Party he did not reitera- 
te his denial. 

Instead he confined himself 
to saying that he did not think 
his resignation would take 
place “today”. 

Observers here believe that 
the resignation of Mr. Sehuetz, 


who administers West Berlin 
under the supervision of the 
three Western occupying pow- 
ers -- Britain, France, and the 
United States -- will be offi- 
cially announced as soon as 
the- question of a successor is 
settled. 

There are three main candi- 
dates: Sen. for Construction 
Harry Ristock Leader of the 
left wing of the local Social 
Democratic Party, Sen. for 
Federal Affairs Dietrich Stobbe. 
who is backed by the majority 
right-wing of the party, and 
Minister of State at the Bonn 
Chancellery, Hans Juergen 
Wischnewski. 

Mr. Wischnewski's candida- 
ture was proposed on behalf of 
the West German leadership 
Okbove Party by party Secre- 
tary General Egon Bahr who 
arrived in West Berlin yester- 
day afternoon and took part in 
talks on tbe new crisis in tbe 
city government 


SAN SALVADOR, April 29 
(R). — The kidnappers of El 
Salvador's foreign minister 
broke silence to announce 
that they had not killed him 
and to reiterate their original 
demand for the release of 37 
alleged political prisoners. 

Their communique, sent to 
news media yesterday, re-es- 
tablished the long deadlock 
over tbe fete of Senor 
Mauricio Borgonovo Pohl, who 
was kidnapped from his home 
here on April 29. 

The guerrillas, from the self- 
styled Popular Liberation For- 
ces, said they had set no dead- 
line for the killing of their 
victim yet, although they 
might decide to impose one 
later. 

On Monday a telephone cal- 
ler said Senor Borgonovo 
would 'be executed two days 
later unless the guerrillas’ de- 
mands were met The call was 
accepted as genuin e by the 
authorities at' tbe time, but tbe 
kidnappers said in their com- 
munique yesterday they were 
not responsible for the threat 

El Salvador's President 
Arturo Moina will broadcast 
later tonight Qocal time) in 
response to the kidnappers’ 
message, but there was no in- 
dication of his reply.
